I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1967. 

It  is  made  in  accordance  -with  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  which  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

The  general  description  of  the  port  remains  similar  to  that 
contained  in  my  report  for  the  year  1965. 

In  April  of  this  year  Mr.  J.  D.  Syme,  O.B.E.,  Chief  Port 
Health  Inspector,  retired.  Opportunity  was  taken  of  this 
circumstance  to  rationalise  the  situation  by  creating  the  dual 
post  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Chief  Port  Health 
Inspector  and  Mr.  A.  Manson,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  was 
accordingly  appointed  Chief  Port  Health  Inspector. 

Assistant  Inspector  Frost  left  at  the  same  time,  leaving  only 
the  Deputy. 

Great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  recruiting  additional 
staff  and  an  assistant  was  not  engaged  until  the  end  of  November. 

As  there  was  only  one  inspector  and  a technical  assistant 
to  carry  out  all  the  multifarious  duties,  there  has  naturally 
been  a diminution  in  the  number  of  inspections  of  premises  etc. 

I greatly  appreciate  the  willing  co-operation  invariably 
received  from  the  officers  of  H.M.  Customs,  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  the  Immigration  Officer  and  the 
officials  of  the  British  Transport  Docks  Board. 

On  behalf  of  the  staff  and  myself,  I wish  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  sympathetic 
consideration  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  health  of  the  Port.

Generally  speaking,  the  crew  accommodation  on  board  these  canal  boats 
is  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition  and  the  defects  noted  are  usually 
remedied  by  the  service  of  informal  notices.

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SECTION  V - WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  supplied  by  the  North  East  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  is 
available  throughout  the  port  area. 

Fish  market 


On  the  fish  market  the  water  for  cleansing  purposes  is  obtained 
by  gravitation  from  the.  30,000  gallon  storage  tank  situated  in  the 
dock  tower.  This  tank  is  kept  supplied  with  water  which  is  pumped 
from  the  Royal  Dock  and  an  efficient  chlorination  system  ensures 
freedom  from  contamination. 

The  number  of  delivery  points  are  adequate  and,  generally 
speaking,  the  supply  of  water  is  sufficient.  Samples  of  this  water 
are  taken  at  intervals  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  in  every  instance  the  results  have  been  satisfactory. 
This  system  of  water  supply  is,  of  course,  entirely  separate  from 
the  drinking  water  supply. 

Samples  of  drinking  water  are  taken  from  both  commercial  and 
fishing  vessels  as  a routine  matter,  also  from  the  stand  pipes 
delivering  same  to  these  vessels.  During  the  year  3 samples  taken 
from  fishing  vessels  gave  poor  results  and  one  a very  unsatisfactory 
result.  In  the  latter  case  the  owners  were  informed  at  once  and  as 
the  ship  had  already  sailed,  a radio  message  warning  the  master  to 
take  appropriate  precautions  was  sent.  This  vessel  put  into  a 
Norwegian  port,  flushed  her  tank  and  took  on  a fresh  supply.  On 
return  to  Grimsby,  special  arrangements  were  made  to  thoroughly 
cleanse  the  tanks  and  re-coat  them  with  a patent  tasteless 
bituminous  compound  before  flushing  and  refilling. 

The  other  unsatisfactory  results  were  also  notified  to  the 
owners  and  tanks  were  cleansed,  flushed  and  refilled.

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SECTION  VIII  - VENEREAL  DISEASE 


Every  vessel  entering  the  port  of  Grimsby  is  boarded  by  an  inspector 
who  enquires  into  the  occurrence  of  venereal  disease  on  board.  Any  person 
suffering  from  this  disease  is  advised  to  attend  the  Special  Treatment 
Centre  in  Queen  Street  for  treatment  and  for  advice  as  to  the  method  of 
obtaining  further  treatment  at  other  ports  and  in  other  countries. 

Leaflets  giving  details  of  the  hours  of  attendance  and  the  location  of  the 
Special  Treatment  Centre  are  placed  on  board  vessels  as  necessary. 

The  Special  Treatment  Centre  is  open  from  10  a.m.  to  12  noon,  and 
from  2 p.m.  to  7 p.m.  every  weekday  except  Saturday,  when  it  is  closed 
at  12.30  p.m.,  and  particulars  of  the  examination  and  treatment  of  seamen 
during  the  year  1967  are  as  follows:-

All  vessels  arriving  from  foreign  ports  are  examined  by  the  rat 
searcher  for  evidence  of  rat  infestation. 

The  bacteriological  and  pathological  examination  of  rodents  is 
undertaken  by  the  Department  of  Pathology,  Grimsby  General  Hospital. 

The  derat ting  of  ships  is  carried  out  by  trapping,  poisoning  or  by 
fumigating.  H.C.N.  is  the  fumigant  in  general  use.  The  method  adopted 
depends  on  the  severity  of  the  infestation  and  other  circumstances. 
Contractors  based  at  Hull  undertake  the  deratting  of  ships  and  the  work 
is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  staff  of  this  Authority. 

The  inspectors  and  rat  searcher  endeavour  to  secure  the  efficient 
rat-proofing  of  vessels  where  necessary  and  special  attention  is  paid  to 
store-rooms,  food  lockers  and  linings.

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SECTION  XIV  - PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHELL-FISH)

There  are  no  shell-fish  laying  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Authority . 

Mussels  are  imported  principally  from  Denmark  and  samples  are 
regularly  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Where  the  report 
of  the  bacteriologist  indicates  deterioration  in  the  state  of 
cleanliness  of  the  mussels,  subsequent  consignments  from  the  beds 
concerned  are  detained  pending  receipt  of  the  bacteriologist's  report. 
No  unsatisfactory  reports  were  received  during  the  year. 

Generally  speaking,  the  situation  in  respect  of  imported  mussels 
gives  no  ground  for  concern.  During  the  winter  months  some  imports  of 
these  shell-fish  are  in  the  form  of  bagged  live  mussels.  This  has 
decreased  considerably  and  most  mussels  are  now  shelled  and  packed  in 
tins  or  plastic  containers,  containing  a solution  of  vinegar  or  acetic 
acid. 

Occasionally  very  small  consignments  of  tinned,  smoked  mussels 
or  frozen  shelled  mussels  are  imported.  Here  again  no  unsatisfactory 
report  has  resulted  from  the  submission  of  samples  for  analysis. 

A development  during  the  year  has  been  the  importation  of  cockles 
from  Holland. 

During  the  year,  784  tons  of  mussels  and  57  tons  of  cockles  were 
imported  through  Grimsby.

Fishing:  vessels 

No  signs  of  rat  infestation  were  found  in  any  fishing  vessels 
during  the  year.  Nevertheless , a close  watch  is  maintained  on  this 
aspect,  as,  owing  to  the  close  method  of  berthing  fishing  vessels, 
particularly  at  the  departure  quay,  any  infestation  which  might  occur 
could  rapidly  spread  from  ship  to  ship.  The  crews  of  fishing  vessels 
in  these  days  are  very  sensitive  in  such  matters  and  speedily  report 
any  suspicions  they  may  have.  Full  co-operation  from  owners  and 
crews  is  received  at  all  times.

No  serious  infestation  by  rats  occurred  during  the  year.  Minor 
infestations  by  mice  occurred  from  time  to  time  and  were  dealt  with 
promptly. 
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CREW  ACCOMMODATION 


Merchant  vessels 


The  general  standard  of  living  accommodation  in  merchant  vessels 
visiting  this  port  continues  to  improve,  particularly  in  newer  tonnage. 
The  greater  number  of  such  vessels  visiting  C-rimsby  are,  in  the  main, 
from  Scandinavian,  North  European  countries  and  Russia.  British 
vessels  are  very  much  in  the  minority  and  of  those  British  vessels 
which  do  visit  Grimsby,  few  are  of  the  latest  tonnage . 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  and  maintenance  is  generally  very 
satisfactory,  and  in  those  cases  in  which  unsatisfactory  conditions 
or  features  have  been  noted,  full  co-operation  has  readily  been 
given  by  masters,  owners  and  agents  on  notification. 

The  almost  complete  absence  of  insect  vermin  continues  to  be 
a very  satisfactory  feature. 


Fishing  vessels 

As  noted  in  previous  years,  the  general  standard  of  maintenance 
in  crew  accommodation  of  fishing  vessels  based  on  Grimsby  continues 
to  be  very  high,  and  the  standard  of  accommodation  on  new  tonnage 
continues  to  improve. 

Some  trawler  tonnage  transferred  to  Grimsby,  on  arrival,  presented 
a very  disappointing  appearance,  being  very  dirty  and  showing  lack  of 
maintenance  and  supervision.  On  representations  to  the  owners  these 
matters  were  speedily  rectified  and  the  vessels  brought  up  to  the 
standards  usually  seen  in  vessels  from  this  port. 

The  incidence  of  insect  or  rodent  vermin  continues  to  be  slight 
although  a few  cases  of  crab  lice  were  notified  and  dealt  with.  In 
each  case  an  individual  member  of  the  crew  was  the  cause. 
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Details  of  defective  conditions  and  nuisances  found  and  remedied 
on  shipping  entering  the  port  during  the  year  were  as  follows:-

Bacteriological  examination  of  food 

The  importation  of  frozen  foods  continues  to  increase,  covering  an 
ever  widening  range  of  varieties  such  as  meat,  fish,  prepared  foods, 
vegetables  etc.  This  necessitates  a close  watch  on  these  cargoes  and 
sampling  for  bacteriological  analysis  is  of  great  importance. 

328  separate  samples  were  submitted  and  some  of  these  required 
further  sampling.  The  results  in  all- cases  were  satisfactory.

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1,450  tons  of  frozen  prawns  were  landed  in  Grimsby  during  the  year 
and  by  far  the  greater  part  of  this  amount  consisted  of  peeled  prawns. 

Large  quantities  of  prawns  are  also  received  into  cold  stores  in 
the  port  area,  forwarded  fham  othei1  ports,  unexamined.  Notifications; 
of  these  consignments  are  generally  received  and  samples  taken 
accordingly.  These  prams  originate  from  many  parts  of  the  world  and 
may  be  trans-shipped  from  Continental  ports.  Countries  of  origin 
being  as  widely  separated  as  Chile,  Korea,  Japan,  Persian  Gulf,  Canada, 
U.S.A.,  Iceland,  Norway  etc.  Constant  vigilance  is  therefore  necessary. 
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DISTRICT  - GENERAL  CONDITIONS 


Fish  docks 


The  practice  of  fitting  out  seine  net  vessels  for  sprat  fishing 
during  the  "winter  months  continues.  This  comes  under  the  heading  of 
industrial  fishing,  as  the  sprats  are  consigned  to  the  fish  meal  factory 
for  conversion  to  fish  meal  and  a fixed  assured  price  per  ton  negotiated. 
During  1967,  approximately  5,000  tons  of  sprats  were  landed. 

The  method  previously  adopted,  viz.. , discharge  by  mechanical  probes 
and  conveyors  into  road  vehicles,  continues  to  be  used  and  causes  little 
trouble,  as  the  firms  concerned  are  very  co-operative  with  this  Authority. 

The  number  of  "freezer  trawlers"  has  not  increased  during  the  year, 
although  one  further  vessel  is  due  during  1968.  These  vessels  at  present 
discharge  at  South  Quay  by  means  of  mobile  cranes  using  pallets,  or  by 
means  of  a special  conveyor  belt  adapted  from  the  type  used  for 
discharging  bananas.  Consideration  has  been  given  to  converting  the 
former  coal  hoist  berths  in  the  fish  dock  to  special  berths  with  conveyor 
systems  to  the  new  cold  stores  in  this  vicinity.  This  matter  is  now  held 
in  abeyance  due  to  financial  conditions. 

Roadways 

The  newly  constructed  roadway  running  parallel  to  Fish  Dock  Road 
has  now  been  completed  and  connects  with  the  road  system  around  the 
Dock  Offices  and  will  eventually  also  connect  with  the  roadway  under  the 
new  "flyover"  in  course  of  construction  over  the  railway  at 
Cleethorpe  Road.  A one-way  system  has  been  adopted  and  this,  in 
conjunction  with  the  new  "roll  on  - roll  off"  terminal,  has.  greatly 
relieved  traffic  congestion  in  this  area. 

Advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  opportunity  provided  when 
constructing  the  new  roadway  to  the  docks  from  Lock  Hill,  of  levelling 
ground  near  the  Union  Dock  berth,  taking  up  railway  lines  and 
re-surfacing.  This  has.  now  made  a good  berth  where  formerly  a great 
deal  of  debris  collected  which  made  cleansing  of  this  area  very  difficult. 

At  the  north  end  of  the  west  side  of  the  Royal  Dock  an  old  railway 
loading  ramp,  disused  and  a constant  cause  of  nuisance  from  litter  etc., 
has  been  levelled  and  a new  lorry  park  constructed.  This  has  greatly 
eased  the  congestion  at  the  quayside,  particularly  at  the  Norwegian 
berth  where  large  quantities  of  frozen  food  are  handled. 

As  practically  all  the  cargoes  now  handled  are  loaded  from  and  on 
to  road  vehicles,  these  improvements  are  indeed  very  welcome. 
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The  system  of  refuse  collection  by  mobile  containers  continues  and 
a new  heavy  duty  low  loading  type  is  being  introduced  as  the  older 
containers  become  due  for  replacement.  These  should  prove  more 
satisfactory  as  they  are  much  easier  to  fill.  No  complaints  were 
received  by  this  Authority  during  the  year  in  connection  with  this 
system  of  collection. 

The  cleansing  of  quaysides  and  warehouses  on  the  commercial 
docks  has  been  a very  difficult  problem  for  some  time.  Representations, 
have  been  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  British  Transport  Docks  Board, 
who  have  always  co-operated  but  have  had  difficulties  to  contend  with 
in  this  respect.  A new  and.  improved  street  cleansing  vehicle  has  been 
purchased  and  a new  system  of  cleansing  and  clearing  in  conjunction 
with  the  stevedoring  firms  has  been  introduced.  It  is  hoped  this  will 
be  a great  improvement  in  the  future. 


Public  conveniences 


The  public  conveniences  situated  within  the  dock  area  are  of 
modern  design  and  construction  and  are  maintained  in  a clean  and 
hygienic  state,  though  subject  to  the  usual  abuse,  misuse  and  vandalism 
which  appears  to  be  prevalent  these  days . 


Fish  processing  premises,  factories  and  cold  stores 

The  area  to  the  east  side  of  Humber  Bridge  Road  has  been  further 
developed  by  the  erection  of.  a very  large  modern  processing  factory 
and  further  cold  storage  premises.  New  roadways  to  serve  the  area  have 
also  been  constructed. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  with  the  continued  construction  of  cold 
storage  premises,  Grimsby  is  reputed  to  have  the  largest  cold  storage 
facilities  in  the  country  and  whilst  fish  was  the  original  cause  of  this 
building  explosion,  it  is  by  no  means  the  only  commodity  stored  in  these 
premises.  One  feels  safe  to  say  that  with  the  continued  increase  in  the 
variety  of  foodstuffs  imported  and  received  from  other  areas  in  the 
frozen  state,  this  tendency  will  continue  to  increase. 


Commercial  docks 

This  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  construction  of  the  "roll-on, 
roll-off"  berth  and  the  inception  of  the  new  trailer  and  container 
service  by  M/V  Somerset,  owned  by  the  Danish  firm  Det  Forenede  Dampskibs 
Selskab  of  Copenhagen.  This  service  has  been  a great  success,  the 
M/V  Somerset  making  two  sailings  per  week  from  Esbjerg.  Arriving  on  one 
tide  and  sailing  on  the  next  or.  next-but-rne , it  is  discharged  and  then 
loaded  with  return  cargo  and  empty  trailers. 
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The  service  is  at  present  maintained  in  conjunction  with 
M/V  Petunia,  of  the  same  line,  which  makes  a weekly  call.  It  is 
envisaged,  however,  that  ultimately  all  the  Danish  food  cargoes,  not 
only  bacon,  but  butter,  canned  foods  and  all  the  varieties  carried 
by  these  vessels,  will  be  stored  in  trailers  or  containers  and 
requiring  one  or  more  further  vessels  of  the  same  type  as  M/V  Somerset 
to  be  provided. 

The  former  engineering  premises  at  the  Humber  Graving  Dock  have 
been  demolished  and  this  leaves  a further  area  for  development  and 
tentative  schemes  are  being  considered. 

Taylor's  Wharf  is  also  under  consideration  for  rehabilitation. 

A new  berth  at  the  west  end  of  Alexandra  Dock  has  been  completed 
for  the  timber  trade,  although  as  yet  this  has  not  been  used  extensively. 
Long  term  plans  to  utilise  this  berth  and  dock  are  dependent  on  the 
widening  of  the  Union  Dock  and  in  the  prevailing  financial  state  of 
the  country,  this  is  likely  to  be  relegated  for  some  considerable  time 
as  great  capital  outlay  will  be  required. 

A pleasing  feature  to  record  is  that  a start  was  made  on  the 
provision  of  new  messrooms,  first-aid  rooms  and  toilets  etc.,  in 
conformity  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Devlin  Report.  There  will 
be  three  of  these  buildings,  one  each  side  of  the  Royal  Dock  and  one 
at  the  new  berth  in  the  Alexandra  Dock.  Two  of  these  (on  the  Royal  Dock) 
should  be  in  use  by  Spring,  1968,  and  should  prove  to  be  of  great  value. 
Opportunity  will  be  taken,  on  completion  of  this  building  on  the  west 
side  of  the  Royal  Dock,  to  demolish  many  small,  old  and  dilapidated 
buildings  which  endeavoured,  in  a small  way,  to  serve  these  needs. 

This  will  release  some  further  ground  for  development,  lorry  parking 
or  other  purpose. 

Occasion  should  be  taken  here  to  mention  a feature  common  to  both 
the  commercial  and  fish  docks.  This  is  the  nuisance  caused  by 
offensive  flotsam  and  debris  jettisoned  into  the  dock  water.  This 
nuisance  is  far  greater  in  the  fish  docks  and  particularly  in  the 
summer  time,  when  frequent  complaints  are  received.  Representations 
have  been  made  to  the  Portmaster  and  he,  together  with  the 
Dock  Engineer,  is  actively  pursuing  this  matter. 

At  the  moment  manual  clearing  by  a small  staff  is  all  that  is  done 
but  consideration  is  being  urgently  given  to  converting  some  form  of 
craft  which  can  cope  with  the  work.  In  some  ports  of  late  years,  a 
specialised  craft  has  been  evolved  and  has  proved  of  great  benefit,  but 
these  are  expensive  to  provide  and  run. 

This  is  not  a nuisance  peculiar  to  Grimsby  but  we  do  get  an 
accentuated  form  of  it  in  the  fish  docks. 


Offensive  trades 


Fish  curing  and  the  manufacture  of  fish  oil  are  the  scheduled 
offensive  trades  carried  on  -within  the  port  health  area.  These 
premises  are  kept  under  regular  surveillance  by  the  port  health 
staff. 

Canteens,  cafes  etc. 

There  are  a large  number  of  canteens,  tea  shops  etc.  situated 
■within  the  dock  area.  These  premises  are  inspected  regularly,  and  a 
good  standard  of  hygiene  is  maintained.  The  greatest  difficulty  in 
such  premises  is  obtaining  staff  of  a good  calibre,  for  this  type  of 
work.  In  all  cases  good  co-operation  is  obtained  from  the  various 
firms  concerned.

Constant  vigilance  is  given  to  the  state  of  cleanliness  of  the 
trunks  used  for  the  sale  of  fish  landed  from  the  trawlers.  As  there 
are  approximately  35,000  of  these  boxes  in  use,  this  is  a difficult, 
task.  A special  cleansing  plant,  owned  by  the  Grimsby  Exchange  Limited, 
is  used  for  this  purpose  and  full  co-operation  is  gladly  given. 


The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations.  1966 

The  above  Regulations  came  into  force  on  1,1.67.  Large  numbers  of 
retail  vans  use  the  Grimsby  fish  market  to  obtain  their  supplies  of  fish. 
These  vans  operate  at  unusual  hours  and  are  practically  all  based  outside 
the  Port  Health  area.  47  were  found  not  to  comply  with  the  Regulations 
and  2 were  rectified.  The  remainder,  being  based  outside  this 
Authority’s  area,  the  appropriate  Authorities  were  notified.

“Port  medical  services 


The  National  Dock  Labour  Board  Grimsby  Medical  Centre, 
situated  at  Flour  Square,  Grimsby,  is  staffed  by  two 
State  Registered  Nurses  and  formerly  provided  adequate  coverage 
between  the  hours  of  5.30  a.m.  and  1.30  p.m.  daily  from 
Monday  to  Friday. 

Since  decasualisation  in  September,  1967,  the  opening  hours 
have  been  increased  and  the  centre  is  now  manned  and  open 
between  5.30  a.m.  and  5.00  p.m.  daily  from  Monday  to  Friday. 

A new  Medical  Centre  for  Grimsby  is  in  the  planning  stage  and 
should  be  completed  during  1968. 

Training  of  first  aid  personnel 

The  N.D.L.B.  Ambulance  Branch  maintains  a strength  of  36 
trained  dock  workers  and  staff  on  its  register.  The  Branch 
operates  first  aid  classes  throughout  the  winter  months, 
first  aid  refresher  courses  and  week-end  schools  are  held 
every  Spring,  usually  at  Skegness,  York  or  Hull. 

Two  N.D.L.B.  first  aid  teams  compete  in  the  Grimsby  Borough 
First  Aid  League  and  in  many  other  local  and  national 
competitions . " 
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
